THE C R ET^ TRAGEDY. 


A M o n a s t e r y B lo w n u p b y t h e Oar> 
I'is o n . 


Arkadi is a mcnastery wlrioh datea 
its foundation 800 years ago, the present 
building having been built by the Vene­ 
tians nearly three centuries since, and 
so strong that it was impregnable dur­ 
ing the previous wars of Venetian aud 
lu rk , aud Turk uod Ghristi-an, even 
through the Greek war of independence. 
It is situated in the midst of a beautiful 
plain, at the foot of the slopes of Mount 
Ida, to the village.s in which, some half 
dozen in number, it furnished protectiou 
in dauger aud assistance in want. 
It 
was distinguished among Cretan monas­ 
teries for the extent of its charities and 
beneficence 
It was at times the headquarters of 
the Cretan Committee, and of the vol- 
uuteer.s uudcr Goroucos, and in accord­ 
ance with the policy of the day, its des- 
truciiun was determined on, and that of 
Goroucos aud bis little army, it was 
hoped, at the same time' 
Mustapha 
Pasha set out from Retimo, only a few 
hours march from Arkadi, the 18th of 
November, and arriviug at night enter­ 
ed the mouastery unpetceivcd. 
There 
Wine iu it only the priests and the fami­ 
lies of tile villagers in number 640 
s ’uls, of whom 343 were women and 
children. 
Some attempted to escape, 
but liuding retrc-ut c-it off, returned to 
the couveut, preferiing to share the ra- 
sult of the fight to being taken prisoners. 
Thu forces of the Pasha were about 12,- 
OÜ-J men, to uieet whoso attacks the 
Chiisiiaiis had l-jss than 200 priests and 
fathers of the fiimilics mostly. 
They 
dec.incd to surrender, and finding that 
any attempt at e.?calado or surprise was 
Useless, the Pasha sent to Ketimo fur 
artillery, which was seut him, the next 
day ho seat for reinforcements and more 
guns, so that at last he bad 26 guiis and 
:wo moriurs, minus three guns burst, 
aud 16,D00 men 
'1 ho couveut having been out off from 
communication with the mountains, no 
news could be sent to Coroucos, who 
was absent on an expedition, and there 
was no hope of relief from such an over- 
whelmiug number if he had come.— 
Three days the 200 heroes fought the 
battle of despair, firing from windowe 
aud loopholes so energetically aud obsti­ 
nate y tliat the Turks speak of it as like 
an European battle, the like of which 
was uever seen in Crete. The third day 
a breach was ellVctcd at the great portal 
and anassault made, the Aruiaouts and 
Cretan Mussulmans in advance. 
The 
gate opijiis with a largo court around 
wLicii are arranged the cells and rooms 
(if the moiia.stic establishment, and to 
llic.si! the Chris'ian.s withdrew when the 
troops had effected an entrance, and 
kept up the fire from the doors and win­ 
dows on the enemy, who was pushed in 
in 
increasing 
masses. 
A t this lime 
some pa I'tici punts say that a small mine 
or innguzinc exploded, killing about 156 
of the troop.s, who recoiled and left the 
[dace in a panic, but wore ordered iu 
agaiu, and the fight in the court was 
kept up .six hours, they say, from the 
time the breach 
was entered. 
Tha 
ground of the court was covered with 
tiie lurki.sh killed and wounded, but 
the Christians too wasted away, and fi­ 
nally seeing ali to be lost, and longer 
resistance impossible, some of the cum- 
batants embraced in farewell, and stab­ 
bed caub other; the Hi-gumiooaGabriel, 
figliiing to the last moment, blew out 
his own bruins when he found that the 
Turks were about to take him. 
'i'bo 
rost, retreating to the gieat tower of 
the Ilegumiuos, where were most of the 
w niieu and children, aud under which 
was the powder magazine, determined 
to perish together rather than submit to 
the brutalities and outrages of the Turks 
and fired the magazine, all being des­ 
troyed, with all the troops in the vicin­ 
ity.— In a distant room were 89 sick 
aud wounded men and 6 1 women and 
children who 
escapd the explosion. 
0(14 priest of a neighboring convent, 
who hud surrendered to the Pssha and 
received protection fro-u him, was mur­ 
dered 
by the Egyptians, 
incarnste 
fiends, who spare nothing that is Chris­ 
tian. 
The survivors, except sis who were 
shot down in oold blood because they 
had European costumes on, were, by s 
mercy without p-rallel in tbewbolo war 
made prisoners, and led, with insulta 
and abuse, to Retimo, where many of 
them arrived half dead, the stronger 
carrying the children, o f whom many 
were infants, left orphans by the disM* 
ter; some only three or four mosthe 
old.
